I  do  not  think  it  advisable  that  a  candidate  should  be 

forced  to  declare  that  he  will  enter  a  certain  faculty  a  long 
time  before  he  enters  the  University.  In  a  great  many  cases 

little  consideration  is  given  and  the  matter  is  finally  settled 

only  at  the  time  of  entrance.  Quite  apart  from  this  as£)ect  of  the 

question,  is  it  reasonable  that  our  candidates  are  to  have  no 

credit  for  their  scholarship  and  are  schools  not  to  ger  the  credit 

of  preparing  good  scholars  when  these  students  cannot  compete  in 

the  scholarship  examinations  if  they  happen  to  enter  any  faculty 

other  than  Arts?  I  have  three  fine  candidates  for  next  year 

all  of  whom  will  probably  go  to  the  S.P.S.  It  may  be  that 

Mr. Slake  gave  his  scholarships  on  the  condition  that  they  were 

for  arts  students.  But  why  are  candidates  not  to  have  the  STANDING 

they  are  entitled  to  in  the  entrance  examination  to  the  Provincial 
There  would  be  little  difficulty  in  ranking  such  candidates. 

University?  The  matter  is  now  urgent  when  such  large  numbers  are 
entering  the  S.P.S.  and  it  is  as  important  that  scholarship  should 
be  encouraged  in  their  case  as  in  any  other.  The  matter  of  the 
Carter  Scholarships  further  emphasizes  the  question  and  this  is 
my  main  reason  for  writing  you.  It  will  not  do  to  say  that  such 
candidates  as  I  mention  may  write  at  the  Honor  Examination. 

I  think  that  the  present  arrangements  are  an  injustice  to  the 
individual  student  and  to  the  schools  which,  prepare  good  candidates. 
It  seems  to  me: 

(a)  That  all  candidates  in  the  Province  should  be  allowed  to  write 
for  relative  standing  at  the  Examinations  for  entrance  into  the 
Provincial  University, 

(b)  That  they  should  not  be  compelled  to  declare  what  Faculty  they 
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will  enter  till  they  begin  their  attendance. 

(c)  3y  present  regulations,  both  students  and  schools  are 
deprived  of  by  far  the  most  important  feature  of  a  competitive 
examination,  and  any  donations  which  prevent  the  student’ 3 
freedom  in  this  respect  are  doing  more  harm  than  good.  We 
want  our  STANDING;  Queen* s  University  has  no  3uch  regulation.
